Teaching  By  Television  Is  Another  NSC  "First

The  an- 
swer i-  -he  doesn't  not  alone. 
Mrs.  \\  illiams  is  the  "master" 
teacher.  She  lectures  twice  week- 
ly, alter  much  preparation,  lor  30 
minutes  from  the  central  studio. 
In  classrooms  students  follow  the 
instruction  on  receivers,  along 
with  a  fully  qualified  instructor. 
Following  the  lecture,  a  15-minute 
work-hop  session  begins  immedi- 
ately.

National  statistics  reveal  little 
difference-  in  sludent  achieve- 
ment in  televised  courses  as  com- 
pared with  that  in  conventional 
classrom   situation-. 

A  second  offering  current!)  be- 
ing taught  via  the  educational 
television  network  is  an  introduc- 
tory, non  -  laboratory  biolog) 
course.  The  instructor  is  Dwaxne 
N.  Kiuse.  assistant  professor  of 
biology.  He  lecture-  Mondays, 
Wednesdays,  and  Fridays  before 
a  live  classrom  audience.  Cameras 
and  microphone-  relax  the  lecture 
to  other  classrooms,  and  a  total 
of  280  students  are  reached  simul- 
taneously. Graduate  students  serve 
as  monitors  in  classrooms,  where 
they  are  available  to  answer  ques- 
tions and  assist  the  undergradu- 
ates. -\  "help"  session  is  conduct- 
ed one  evening  weekly,  in  addi- 
tion to  regular  class  periods.
